Would Apply Here 


This Montana Idea Indicates 
Possibilities. 


A successful rotation of crops which 
includes a good cash crop, grain for 
feed and ample pasture and hay for 
livestock and which at the time pro*™ 
vides for the efficient use of tools and 
equipment, with farm work distribut- 
ed evenly throughout the year, scems 
the desirable accomplishment of W. 
F, Jackson near Crow Rock, Prairie 
county, Montana. 

Mr. Jackson has w section of land. 
He has set aside 400 acres for his crop- 
ping scheme, leaving 240 acres in per- 
manent pasture, The 400 acres is di- 
vided into four units of 100 acres each. 
The first year he plowed up the first 
100-acre unit of sod and planted it to 
corn. The second year he plowed up 
the second 100-acre unit and planted 
that to corn and planted a mixture of 
wheat, sweet clover and slender wheat 
grass on the first unit. The third 
year another 100 acres was plowed 
and planted to corn, the second unit 
was planted to wheat, sweet clover 


and slender wheat grass, and the first } = 


unit provided 100 acres of sweet clover 
and slender The 


100 acres was 


Wheat grass hay. 
fourth year another 
broken for corn, the third unit plant- 
ed to wheat, sweet clover and slender 
wheat grass, the secend unit provided 
sWeet clover and slender wheat grass 
hay and the first unit was back to a 
good sod of slender wheat grass pro- 
viding hay and The 
fifth year the slender wheat grass unit 
will be broken up and planted to corn 
and the rotation will start over again. 

Under this system, Mr. Jackson 
plows only 100 acres of land a year 
and each year has 100 acres of wheat

pasture. His feed and hay is used for 
feeding milk eows and beef cattle, and 
he plans on getting hogs to run with 
the catule. He snaps off some of his 
corn for feed and the vest of the corn 
is pastured off or is cut and fed from 
the stacks,
